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Greenbriar Sewage Problems Aired; 
City Seeks To Amend County Ruling 


Experts Advise Council

Seeking enlightenment on the virtues and defects of a tem¬ 
porary sewage package treatment plant for the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment project, about 40 persons and the city council braved a cool 
Monday night to hear experts from the State Department of Water 
Resources (SDWR) and the County Department of Health. Testi¬ 
fying to the complicated nature of the subject, the council moved 
after a 3-hour discussion to defer action until they receive addi¬ 
tional information on the proposed design, specifications and re¬ 


quirements of the plant. 

William E. Chicca from the SD¬ 
WR and Dr. Perry Stearns of the 
County Department of Health an¬ 
swered a stream of questions deal¬ 
ing with the technical and healtli 
aspects of the proposed treatment 
plant. 

The treatment plant is being re¬ 
quested by the Greenbriar devel¬ 
oper, Alan Kay and associates, as 
a temporary measure until the 
State moratorium on sewage hook¬ 
ups is lifted. Greenbriar has re¬ 
ceived the approval of the county 
to connect with the Western 
Branch basin in 1973 when the lat¬ 
ter treatment plant is expcKjted to 
be expanded. In order to meet 
mortgage commitments, however, 
Kay needs to have immediate sew¬ 
age so as to construct by August 
1972 400 units of his 1,193 unit pro¬ 
ject scheduled for the Smith-Ewing 
tract east of the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway. 

Intermittent Stream 

The major problem facing a pack¬ 
age treatment plant for Greenbriar 
is the disposal of the effluent (liquid 
discharge) from the plant The only 
available conduit is a tributary of 
'Beaver Dam Creek which is an 
intermittent running stream part 
of the year. This creek flows 
through parcels 1 and 2 (land be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Homes, Inc. and 
Parkway) the Agricultural Research 
Center, and finally ends up in In¬ 
dian Creek on its way to the Ana- 
costia River. 

“If the treatment plant is actually 
as good as the engineers claim,” 
Steams said, ‘'there possibly would 
not be any health concern. If. 
however, treatment is not as good 
as claimed, then you could possibly 
have stagnation and health prob¬ 
lems.” 

Generally speaking, Stearns con¬ 
tinued, “The solution to pollution 
is dilution and my concern about 
this proposal is the lack of dilu¬ 
tion” (dry creek). 

Chicca said that the record of 
package plants is good if they are 
properly operated and maintained. 
He noted that new regulations re¬ 
quire that such plants must be 
maintained and operated by the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission at the expense of the 
developer. Also that the plant will 
be subject to standards laid down 
by the SDWTl and the Health De¬ 
partment. 

The package treatment plant be¬ 
ing proposed for Greenbriar is a 
highly sophisticated installation of¬ 
fering tertiary treatment which 
has such technologically advanced 
features as extended aeration, mix 
media filters, and chlorination — 
all aimed at providing high quality 
effluent. 

Chicca said that the SDWR con¬ 
siders many factors before giving 
approval to a plant — the stream 
flow at point of discharge, estima¬ 
ted gallonage, whether the plant 
will produce an effluent to meet 
State standards, the condition of 
the soil. The SDWR also makes

Agree on Change 

In swift action taken Monday 
night, the city county moved to 
urge the Prince Gorges County 
Council to amend immediately ithe 
findings of fact and conclusions in 
the Greenbriar matter so that they 
reflect, in full, the conditions that 
the county council included at the 
time they approved the special ex¬ 
ception on Aiigust 10. 

Council councilman Francis 
White told the city council that he 
had requested the Office of Law 
which had drawn up the findings of 
fact and conclusions to prepare an 
amendment which would contain 
“these inadvertently overlooked 
conditions.” White further ex¬ 
plained that at the time the county 
council took final action (October 
6), the staff attorney had advised 
him that the conditions agreed to 
by the county council were con¬ 
tained in the findings. White 
said, “I now find that this was not 
the case.” 

When the amendment is pre¬ 
pared, White said, he will ask the 
county council to enact this 
amendment “for the completeness 
of the record of zoning action.” 

Among the conditions recommend¬ 
ed by the city of Greenbelt and 
accepted by the county council at 

included in the^ findings of fact 
issued last week, were stipulations 
that 

—the exceptions would be appli¬ 
cable only as long as the current 
arrangements for financing the lux¬ 
ury-type projects are in existence, 

—the developer would file with 
the county zoning authorities 
twice yearly reports giving occu¬ 
pancy figures, 

—the site plan would provide for 
satisfactory recreational facilities, 

—the developer would apply a 
schedule of minimum rental am¬ 
ounts, 

—the developer would abide by 
.the conditions proposed in his or¬ 
iginal justification submitted with 
his application. 

George Brugger, attorney for 
Greenbriar, also agreed with the 
proposed amendment, stating that 
he has already asked the county 
council to “review the action.” Ac¬ 
cording to White, the developer 
has stated that he fully intends to 
cdmply with all the conditions a- 
greed upon by the county council 
in taking favorable action on the 
special exception. 

The special exception approved 
by the county will allow Greenbriar 
to construct 2- and 3-bedroom ap¬ 
artments in excess of the number 
permitted by the county ordinance. 

Bicycle Path to NASA? 

A proposal to construct a bicycle 
path connecting Greenbelt with the 
Goddard Space Flight Center will 
be discussed at the City (Council 
Meeting Monday, November 15. All 
interested Goddard employees liv¬ 
ing in Greenbelt are urged to at¬ 
tend.

GHI Board Struggles 
With 1971 Budget

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors found it hard 
sledding to cut the 1972 budget at its first special work-session 
held on Monday, November 8. By the close of the meeting, only 
about half the items were reviewed and another work-session 
was scheduled for tonight (November 11), which is a regular meet¬ 


ing night also. 

The original budget proposed by 
GHI manager Roy Breashears calls 
for an increase in operating ex¬ 
penses of $336,000 or 21.7 percent 
over last year, (When related to the 
total budget, including amortiza¬ 
tion payments, the increase aver¬ 
ages out to 17.2 percent) 

At the request of the board, Brea¬ 
shears also prepared a second set 
of figures based on (a) substantial 
uses of reserves, (b) curtailment of 
services to a minimum, euid (c) no 
flexibility for any unforeseen bud¬ 
getary problems. This budget calls 
for an increase of $202,200 or 13.1 
percent in operating expenses. 

Breashears did not recommend 
the second budget because “it al¬ 
lows for no error in the short-run 
and puts a heavy strain on the cor¬ 
poration's liquidity in the long-run,” 
Furthermore, he noted, the second 
budget does not collect any funds 
for contingency reserves. 

He favored the original budget 
because it provides for the main¬ 
tenance of working capital and re¬ 
serves and the liquidity so neces¬ 
sary if the corporation is to main¬ 
tain a sound financial foundation. 
“The recommended budget,” he 
said, “is not a fat budget, it is a 
realistic budget based on need.” 

The items reviewed at Monday's 
meeting mainly involved uncontrol¬ 
lable costs which, for the most 
part, couldn’t be altered. The items 
remaining to be reviewed are the 
more controversial ones, such as 
heating, structural and grounds 
maintenance, and administration 
and sales. 

Capital Improvements 

At Monday's meeting, the GHI 
board generally followed the man¬ 
ger’s recommendations where it 
had a choice. The lone exception 
was the capital improvement loan 
payments. The manager recom¬ 
mended that the $62,200 item be 
financed through $6,000 from “re¬ 
serves” and $56,200 from members’ 
charges. 

The “reserves” in this case re¬ 
ferred to previous amounts collect¬ 
ed in 1969 from members and ear¬ 
marked for capital improvement 
loans but not used because of the 
delay in getting the capital im¬ 
provement program launched. The

board has been following the policy 
of cushioning the interest and prin¬ 
cipal payments due each year by 
drawing down some of this “re¬ 
serve,” which will amount to an 
estimated $31,100 at the end of 
1971. 

The board tentatively decided to 
use more of this reserve amount in 
1972 than the suggested $6,000 and 
voted to use $16,000, thus leaving 
$47,200 to be raised through month¬ 
ly charges during 1972. Before a- 
gr^ing on this, the board split in 
various directions, with sugges¬ 
tions by some that the entire 
$31,100 “reserve” be used in 1972, 
and with others opposed to using 
the “reserves” because of the ef¬ 
fect on the GHI working capital 
position. 

Trash Ck>Uection 

Another item to engender pro¬ 
longed discussion was trash col¬ 
lection payments. Breashears pre¬ 
sented a letter from city manager 
James Giese outlining the bsisis for 
a probable increase in city trash 
collection fees, starting July 1. The 
reasons included the need for fin¬ 
ancing the cost of a new sanitary 
landfill operation, plus the normal 
increases attributable to rising wa¬ 
ges and prices. Also, according to 
Giese, recycling will initially in¬ 
crease costs, not reduce them. 

The board tentatively voted to go 
along with the manager's projec¬ 
tion of trash collection costs of 
$84,900 in 1972, an increase of $19,200 
over 1971. GHI Director Tom 
White opposed the increase on the 
grounds that this would give a 
GHI stamp of approval to the city’s 
increase. 

GHI president Nat Shinderman 
rejected this thinking, pointing out 
that GHI has to make projections 
on a number of items, including 
city and county tax rates, water 
rates, etc., and that such projec¬ 
tions are never interpreted as GHI 
approval of such rates. “If we ov¬ 
erestimate the costs,” he said, “the 
savings will be used in the follow¬ 
ing year to relieve the budget.” 

The board .discussed the possi¬ 
bility of using private collection 
companies instead of the city's ser¬ 
vices, but the bids received to date 
were generally higher than the 
city’s current monthly rate of $3.25 
per unit for three pickups a week. 
Another idea broached was cutting 
back the pickups to twice a week, 
at least during the winter months. 
GHI will take up these matters in 
the joint city-GHI committee meet¬ 
ings. 

Other Budgetary Items 

Other items tentatively approved 
by the board included $39,200 for 
contingency reserves and $10,000 
for tax reserves (to help prepay the 
taxes due in September when only 
9-months’ collections have been 
made.) There was some minority 
sentiment for cutting down on 
these reserve items, but the board 
generally felt that the working 
capital position of the corporation 
required a bolstering of reserves. 

Also tentatively approved was 
$93,600 for water costs — a $23,600 
increase dictated by the WSSC wa¬ 
ter rate increase of 25 percent last 
July and another 5-10 percent in¬ 
crease contemplated in July 1972. 

Townhouse budgetary items were 
discussed with the agreement that 
each of the 29 homes (including 
the four free-standing homes) 
would be charged $75 a house for 
maintenance in 1972. There was 
also agreement that the cost of 
the structural completion of the 
townhouses in a satisfactory man¬ 
ner would be charged not as “main¬ 
tenance costs” but as part of the 
original cost of the homes, to be 
added to equity. 

The board decided to postpone 
consideration of the heating, main¬ 
tenance. and administrative bud¬ 
gets until it received recommenda¬ 
tions of the personnel committee 
as to wage increases for GHI em¬ 
ployees for next year. Thi.s report 
is expected tonight. 
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Lakeside Drive Sidewalk 

To the Editor: 

Re sidewalks on original and ex¬ 
tended Lakeside Drive. 

May we point out that when we 
purchased our homes on Lakeside 
extended, we were told by the real 
estate company representative that 
the wooded area at the end of 
Lakeside would remain even if 
there were further development of 
the land beyond. When the bull¬ 
dozers appeared to remove the 
trees, city council could or would 
do nothing. 

We personally object to the 
strong-arm tactics with respect to 
sidewalks that the current City 
Council seems to have adopted. We 
would have appreciated some of 
these strong-arm tactics being 
used against the developers rather 
than citizens. 

Mrs. Kerr's comment about in¬ 
dividuals moving into the Lakeside 
area KNOWING about the absence 
of sidewalks on Lakeside is well 
taken. But at recent council meet¬ 
ings when the sidewalk issue has 
been considered, the strongest sup¬ 
port for sidewalks on Lakeside 
has come from residents on origi¬ 
nal Lakeside. Most of the property 
owners on Lakeside extended it¬ 
self, who would be directly affect¬ 
ed by the construction of sidewalks 
on Lakeside, are opposed to side¬ 
walks (the City Manager is in pos¬ 
session of a letter to that effect). 

At council meetings, as oppo¬ 
nents of sidewalks on Lakeside, we 
have been almost alone despite the 
fact that there are many on origi¬ 
nal and extended Lakeside who 
share our views. We have heard 
that the city council meeting of 
November 15 will be devoted large¬ 
ly to the sidewalk issue. Mrs. Kerr, 
and all opponents of sidewalks on 
Lakeside, please join us!

Doctor's Office Favored 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board in Report No. 110 recom; 
mended approval of a special ex¬ 
ception for a use and occupancy 
permit for the operation of a phy¬ 
sician’s office at 8150 Lakecrest 
Drive in Charlestowne Village. The 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission has ask¬ 
ed the city for its comments. 

Under the present county zoning 
code, a professional office of this 
type needs one parking space per 
100 square feet of office space. In 
this case, the doctor would need 
29 additional spaces over the lU 
provided per each (R-18) apart¬ 
ment. 

However, APB found that 
Charlestowne North has a total of 
228 off-street parking spaces, six 
more than necessary. Thus, the 
doctor’s office is short 23 spaces in¬ 
stead of 29. Furthermore, office 
hours are comtemplated mainly for 
the daytime, at which time, APB 
found, there were no parking prob¬ 
lems, with between 140 and 160 un¬ 
occupied dspaces. 

Finally, the APB noted that a 
medical practice can provide val¬ 
uable service to the Charlestowne- 
University Square community 
which contains nearly 900 resi¬ 
dential units with a residency of 
more than 2,000 persons.

Surveys Discussed At 

GHI Continuation Meeting

There was little to highlight the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meet¬ 
ing last Thursday night, which was 
a continuation of the Oct. 28 re¬ 
cessed meeting. In the past such 
continuations have not been publi¬ 
cized because it was presumed any¬ 
body interested in any item on the 
agenda would have been at the 
meeting, and would already know 
about the continuation. At their 
last meeting the board, in response 
to some complaints, directed the 
manager to provide notice of such 
continuations. In the past these 
continuations have been virtually 
unattended. Whether it was coin¬ 
cidental, or a result of this new 
policy, last week’s continuation was 
attended by an unusually large 
number of visitors. 

Management Survey 

The discussion of the manage¬ 
ment audit was about to get un¬ 
derway when it was discovered 
that the minutes of meetings with 
two companies had not been typed 
up and sent to the board members. 
A motion to delay further discus¬ 
sion until they were given to the 
board members was passed over 
the objections of GHI board mem¬ 
bers Katherine Keene aand Janet 
James. 

Miss James had sent a proposed 
motion to her fellow board mem¬ 
bers. The motion would have sent 
a questionnaire to all GHI mem¬ 
bers asking if they wanted the 
management audit and how they 
would like to pay for it The 
postponement, which passed also, 
had the effect of postponing Miss 
James’ motion. 

The board, however, did dispose 
of a submittal made by a late en¬ 
try w’hose name had been sugges¬ 
ted by Mabel Kandler. The board 
felt that the company’s reply was 
not responsive, and moved to el¬ 
iminate this company from further 
consideration. The postponement 
by the board means — most prob¬ 
ably that there will be no funds 
for the management audit in the 
1972 budget, --r : 

Structural Survey 

As part of their proposal, the 
architectural affiliation (TAA), had 
proposed the establishment of a 
three-man liaison committee to 
serve as an information resource. 
Chairman Nat Shinderman reques¬ 
ted board members Jim Smith, 
Dave Lange, and Norman Weyel to 
serve. GHI director Tom White 
objected on the grounds that the 
membership on the committee was 
such that it promoted “inbreeding” 
and that it would not be conducive 
to bringing new thinking to the 
problems. He pointed out that 
Smith had served on the mainten¬ 
ance committee which first sug¬ 
gested the structural survey and 
then served on the ad-hoc commit¬ 
tee which evaluated the different 
proposals for that survey. Shin¬ 
derman did not refute the charge 
but answered that it was not the 
purpose of the committee to bring 
forth new ideas. However, all nom¬ 
inees willingly, perhaps even eag¬ 
erly, withdrew their names. The 
chairman requested the members 
of the board to present him with 
the names of appropriate candL 
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dates by the next board meeting, 

GHI attorney A1 Ginsberg was 
directed to draw up a contract 
with TAA and not to rely on the 
one presented by the firm. 

Audit Committee Report 

A report to the board was receiv¬ 
ed from the audit committee. That 
report contained a recommenda¬ 
tion that the board further restrict 
its sales to absentee landlords, or 
“non-occupant purchasers.” The 
motion w^as referred to a new com¬ 
mittee on membership standards 
for their consideration. 

Townhoiises 

GHI manager Roy Breashears 
re-introduced his request for a 
motion to authorize the borrowing 
of the additional $17,(X)0 for the 
townhouse downpayments. The 
board had been under the impres¬ 
sion that the manager was going 
to discuss the situation wdth the 
townhousers. He had not been 
aware of that, so that no contact 
had been made. Since the board 
cannot use this loan unless the 
townhousers all agree to the nec¬ 
essary codicil to their contracts, 
they deferred further considera¬ 
tion until the manager can get to¬ 
gether with the townhousers. 

Lange suggested that they might 
also consider borrowing sufficient 
money so that the unexpected costs 
of completing the pmject would 
be included as well. The board 
could then give the townhousers 
the choice of having these costs in¬ 
cluded in their purchase price, in¬ 
stead of having them charged as 
“maintenance,” as is currently 
proposed. 

Other Items 

White’s item on a tax credit for 
the elderly had been carried over 
from the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing the week before. It had been 
his desire at that time to get the 
corporation to endorse and present 
testimony in favor of a county bill 


to increase exempt income from 
$5,000 to $6,000. “The hearings,” 
he said, were held last night.” 
Nevertheless a motion of endorse¬ 
ment was passed and will be sub¬ 
mitted for the record. Of particu¬ 
lar merit in the proposed bill was 
the specific inclusion of co-opera¬ 
tive home owners.

CITY NOTES 

City officials express pleasure over 
the increasingly heavy contribu¬ 
tions of newspaper in the monthly 
paper drives. The November drive 
netted the largest amount yet— 
some 37 tons in weight, about $296 
in payment to the city. City esti¬ 
mates set 50 tons as the figure at 
which the cost of the recycling pro¬ 
ject would be self-sustaining. At 
the same time, however, this 
month’s pick-up took all day long. 
Presumably a larger quantity 
would require additional labor and 
vehicles. 

Springhill Lake and the Charles- 
towne North apartments regularly 
net the largest amounts. An ad in 
the SHL “Social Whirl,’’ placed by 
the city early in the week of the 
drive, apparently gets results. Resi¬ 
dents of the high-rise apartment 
building apparently save papers 
for the final week only before the 
drive because they lack adequate 
storage room for a month’s collec¬ 
tion. 

With collections thus increasing 
in volume, the city is considering 
increasing the frequency of the 
drives. 

Recycling of metal in major ap¬ 
pliances discarded in the city oc¬ 
curs weekly now. Although the 
city receives no income from deliv¬ 
ery of these items, it saves valuable 
space in the landfill. 

The general crew has recently 
been removing cobblestones from 
the street right-of-way on Center¬ 
way and replacing then with as¬ 
phalt. The cobblestones have long 
been considered a hazard. This 
repair, however, is considered only 
a stop-gap measure until the en¬ 
tire Center mall is redesigned and 
landscaped. An ordinance whose 
effect would be to allow the city 
to improve the mall was reintro¬ 
duced at the last city council 
meeting. 

Because of illness and vacations, 
the refuse crew has been operating 
shorthanded. Men have had to be 
pulled from the general crew for 
the trash detail. Nevertheless, the 
general crew has been able to do 
some permanent patchup of .street 
pavements. 

Paul Williams, Administrative 
Aide to the Superintendent of Pub¬ 
lic Works, has been attending a 
12-week course, offered Monday 
mornings at Prince Georges Com¬ 
munity College. The course offers 
special training for supervisors.

studies to determine the effect on 
the environment, whether or not 
the channel will be altered, and 
whether the effluent will prevent 
the intended uses of the water 
course from being met The State 
Health Department has the final 
say on construction design. 

Audience Concern 
Nevertheless, concern was expres¬ 
sed over whether the tertiary treat¬ 
ment plant will result in a health- 
hazard. One scientist from the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Health said that 
not enough was known about hu¬ 
man viruses and how they are 
spread. He expressed concern a- 
bout this hazard since the stream 
was passing through areas where 
people walk and children play 
(parcels 1 and 2). 

A group of College Park resi¬ 
dents were concerned about the 
effluent when it reached their area 
through Indian Creek. They said 
they have been troubled by mos¬ 
quitos, odors, and flooding. Chicca 
said that the amount of gallons of 
sewage contemplated for Greenbri- 
ar should not be significant enough 
to affect the Indian Creek flow. 

Charles T. McDonald, former 
Greenbelt city manager, reminded 
council that the city at one time 
had its own sewage disposal plant. 
He said that the sew'age did smell, 
and there was much sludge. The 
maintenance of these plants, he 
said, depends much on human abil¬ 
ity and experience. He said the 
city had difficulty finding the per¬ 
sonnel to operate the plant Proper¬ 
ty- 

Safeguards 

Stearns said that there are cer¬ 
tain things that public bodies 
could insist upon to minimize the 
adverse effects of a package treat¬ 
ment plant. For one thing, the 
county government could specify 
that the plant must be abandoned 
as soon as a public treatment plant 
is available. 

He said that certain protections 
now included in the Landover Mall 
plant could be required. There 
should be a metered flow and a 
maximum limitation on the flow of 
gallons a day such as 700, (XK). 
There should be a holding or surge 
tank large enough so that the flow 
through the plant would be regrular. 
The plant should have recycling 
capability so that if sewage is not 
treated according to standards, it 
can be sent back for another go 
around. There should be power 
safeguards, periodic checks and 
tests made each day and SDWR 
tests each month. 

Other Questions 

Many questions were raised by 
the council and from the audience 
(1) What about odors? Odors 
should not present a problem if 
facilities are properly operated, es¬ 
pecially where extended aerobic 
conditions (continuous puffing of 
air into system) are maintained. 
The temporary plant will have such 
an o.peration. (2) What about the 
noise of operation? Should not be 
a problem according to Chicca whp 
thought there would be more noise 
coming from the Parkway. With 
the plant in good working condi¬ 
tion, the pumps and motors will 
probably be heard within fifty feet 
of the plant. (3) How would the 
plant affect green space? The 
plant would be sitting on about an 
acre of green space. After the 
plant is abandoned, the area will 
be restored. (4) Why didn’t the 
developer advise the city of his 
sewage plans during consideration 
of the special exception? Green- 
briar attorney Richard Schifter said 
that it wasn’t relevant to the mat¬ 
ters under discussion at the hear¬ 
ing, but that various governmental 
agencies did know of the applica¬ 
tion, including county executive 
William Gullett. (5) How far will 
the plant be from the nearest build¬ 
ing? 200 feet. (6) Will there be 
sludge as the result of treatment? 
Should not be a problem in a tem¬ 
porary plant, said Chicca, who noted 
it took many years to build up 
sludge (solids that cannot be dilut¬ 
ed). Stearns disagreed and won¬ 
dered how the material would be 
disposed of. (7) What is the dan¬ 
ger of nutrients escaping into 
stream? The nutrient level coming 
out of this plant should not be a 
concern according to Chicca be¬ 
cause the amount of discharge is 
relatively small.

O’LoughlinHeadsPRAB 

Joseph O’Loughlin was selected 
to chair the city’s Park and Re¬ 
creation Advisory Board for the 
coming 1971-72 year. Hugh Jas- 
court was named vice-chairman. 
The Board elects its own officials. 

In an interim report (No. 17-71) 
on the Twenty-Year Highway 
Needs Study, PRAB expressed con¬ 
cern that future State highway 
plans may result in encroachment 
upon parks or change the future 
pattern of use of roads in Green¬ 
belt, possibly requiring further 
widening. 

It asked the city to try to obtain 
more information on specific plans 
for road locations and right-of-way 
for the Kenilworth-Greenbelt Rd. 
underpass, the extension of Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. North to Route 1, the 
widening of Greenbelt Road east of 
Kenilworth to Md. 556 extended 
(Enterprise Rd,), and the widening 
of Kenilworth Road south of 
Greenbelt Road. 

It also asked for information on 
other proposed highway projects 
such as 1-95 and changes in the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. 

PRAB also passed a motion 
recommending that whenever the 
State condemns parkland it be re¬ 
placed in kind.
